Key W est, Fla., Sept. 2 0 ,— A w reck­ 
ing crew today is at the scene of the 
reported wreck of the Spanish ship

souls 
aboard. 
The naval station here is 
using every facility possible to as­ 
certain w hether the crew of 150 and 
the 2 0 0 passengers have been lost or 
escaped death. 
Report of the disaster w as brought 
here by E nsign L. J. Robert’s, chief 
officer of the EJ. S. sub-chaser 203 
v-ho declared he discovered a vessel 
.sunk in IO feet of w ater about 35 
miles off the Key and on fu rth e r in­ 
vestigation found she was the Val- 
hanera. 
The vessel was deeply im ­ 
bedded in quick sand and no signs of 
bodies of the victims could be seen 
A coast, guard vessel arrived shortly 
afterw ard and reported finding the 
vessel. 
The Vilbenera has not been heard 
of since the tropical hurricane which 
swept this section last Sunday and 
it is believed she was caught in the 
gale and sent to the bottom.

was bound from Spain to New Orleans 
and was due to touch

where im-st of her passengers were 
tc have disembarked, but was unable 
to enter th*-* harbor on account of the 
high seas.

Comparison of Water Rateslin 


The following information regarding Ohio is 
a colly in full from Municipal Journal and Public 
Works for August 16,1919. This magazine has 
published the same facts for several hundred 
cities in the U. S. A summary of these data from 


one hundred and fifty pay the water companies, 
or in case of municipal plants the water depart­ 
ment, on a basis other than a flat hydrant charge 
such as we pay in Xenia. For example, Fargo, N. 
I),, pays their company $20 per hydrant for use in 
sprinkling and flushing, $36 for fire protection 
.and $5 for construction uses. On account of this 
irregular method these cities are not readily tabu­ 
la te d . 
Of 277 municipal plants listed and which can 


be compared, 146 receive nothing for hydrant 
rental or public fire protection, while only six of 


Of the 131 municipal plants which receive a 
stated sum per hydrant, fifteen receive $10 or 
less, sixteen receive between $10 and $20, thirty- 
six receive more than $20, but pot more than $30, 
thirty-seven receive between $40 and $50/five re­ 
ceive more thn $50 and five more than $60. In 
Xenia the city pays $68 per hydrant or more than 
any one of the 277 municipal plants listed. 
The' average rate received by municipal 
plants for fire protection or’ in other words that 
amount charged for such service is $15.54 per hy­ 
drant per year and for private plants it is $33.78, 
while in Xenia it is $68.00.
